NEW YORK (A P ) — F o rm er 
President 
H erbert C. Hoover, 
90, has suffered “ sudden and 
m assive” internal bleeding and 
doctors listed his prospects of 
recovery as “ extrem ely guard­ 
ed.” 
The latest word on his condi­ 
tion was a 
statem ent Sunday 
night 
that 
there 
was

change.” 
Hoover's third attack of in ter­ 
nal bleeding within 16 m onths 
struck him early Sunday. He 
was in his W aldorf Towers suite 
where he has been confined by 
failing health most of the tim e 
for two years.
